Read this before Paintin go the Pictures 


E sure not to begin punting before you eos cleaned your paint-box. To do this let just a trickle of spats from the tap run on to your paints 
B while you wash them carefully with your brush. Then dab away the water with a rag, except when the paints have got hard and dry—these 
you can leave full of water to soak a bit. See that you have a nice brush that will come to a point and a soft rag to wipe your Cas on when it 

is too wet. Be careful to let one colour dry before putting, another next to it. 


You will see that the children in these pictures, besides having different kinds of slotiies: have different coloured skins. When you paint the dark- 
skinned children there are two ways of doing it. You can mix up some brown and just put it on flat—dark for the African and lighter for the Indian and 
Eskimo—or (and it is much more what they are really like) you can show the blue sky reflected on the shining skins in this way: First mix up a light 
pinky purple (crimson and blue) and paint all over the child where the clothes do not come. Let this get quite dry. Then for the African. boy paint over 
with a good rich brown; for the Indian and Greenland boys, who are rather more copper=coloured, use burnt sienna. _ _For the other children’s skin--_ 
the Chinese and Japanese have faces the colour of ours when we have got sunburnt, the Egyptian boy is just a little darker—a good paint is burnt 
sienna used quite pale with a little pale crimson run in while the burnt sienna is wet. Afterwards, when both are Jose use a Hide. yellow Poe for the: 
slight shadows round the eyes and mouths and under the chins. 

All the children have dark hair. The African boy? s and the Japanese sits is particularly black. tt you have t no biek, paint use dark brown. Then 
paint dark blue and dark red over it. 

You will want to keep the clothes as bright as possible, so your colours must. be very clean for these. Prussian or ‘aseerp blue will be best for the 
Egyptian boy and ultramarine for the Chinese boy. You can make the ck for the Japanese girl’s ea . running a little ait into your Prussian 
blue. 

The buffalo and the elephant are hard to paint. The buffalo’s slake-eotanre coat can be eo with ultramarine blue with just a touch of vermilion, 
He will want some shading when these are dry, with greenish brown. For the elephant’s darker coat use the same colours a little howe: 
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
